ftie Unwritten History of the Famous 


Platt GaHleld Controreriiy Told »t tost. 
At tlio iccenfc b:uiquet to Senator 


Elect Platt of NEW York at Albany, 
Chauncey M. Depow told for the first 
time the real story of Platt's reason for 
his resignation from tho United States 
senate in 1881. Ho said: • 


"I have been in political accord or 


discord, more accord than discord, •with 
Mr. Platt for a qnarter. of a century, 
but during tlio whole of that period 
there, has never been any break or dis- 
turbance of onr personal friendship. 
The scene tonight recalls n memorable 
day 16 years ago. Garfield's adminis- 
tration had coino into power, and Sena- 
tor Conlding, tho leader of tho organi- 
zation in our state, was on jinfrieudly 
terms with the president, and had not 
spoken for years to his secretary .of state, 
James G. Elaine. It was in tho air that 
tho administration was to bo antago- 
nized by New York. Vies President Ar- 
thur came to Albany with a candidate 
for United Stutea senator, claiming also 
-that he represented tho leader, and Mr, - 
Platt appeared on his own behalf and 
equally divided the organization's force. 
1 did not want to bo United States sen- 
ator. It meant rnin to a professional 
and business career which I 'meant to 
make a success, and tho selection would 
have been apersonal calamity. But Mr. 
Blaiuo came to New York with a mes- 
sage from tlie president insisting that I 
should take the field. My friends held 
tho balance of power. I was a candidate 
ittily to represent the Garfield adminis- 
ii-ntion. I said to Mr. Platt, 'Yon can 
imvo my strength if, as senator, you 
will-support, tho president.' Hia'answer 
>yns, 'I have done' my best to elect a 
I-lepublican president, and ^ senator I 
'•-frill support him.' 


"Mr. Platt was nominated and clect- 


>'.d. The disagreement between tho ad- 
ministration 
and Senator Conkling 


•.which had been anticipated came about, 
•Mid Mr. Platt had to face tho difficult 
r;oostion of going with his organization, 
•>nder the commands of its autocratic 
nnd imperious leader, or of keeping his 
»ledgo. The pledge was not a bond nor 
Jitter, but tho word of a man who, I 
iielieve, never broke his promise, and 
father than break that promise he re- 
rignetl from tho senate and surrendered 
*is commission. This little incident 
-.x'vcals the secret of hia success in poli- 
ces. In tho general break up which fol- 
lowed the senatorial canvass every rep- 
••escntntivo in the state had the same 
•.'Pportuuities, the samo constituency, 
•he same futtiro for effort and worft as 
r,he guest of the evening, and the result 
•semonstratps that ho has made his own 
-•nrecr. Tho best school of polities in 
'-he United States is tho assembly of 
-Uo state of New York. "
